6.  Beginning  Freshmen   (See  Table  8) 

During  the  current  Winter  Session  (first  and  second  semesters,  1961-62),  a  total  of  5,225  different  students 
were  admitted  at  Urbana  directly  from  secondary  schools  in  contrast  with  5,593  admitted  during  a  similar  period 
a  year  ago.  This  represents  a  decrease  of  368  or  6.58  percent.  At  the  Chicago  Undergraduate  Division,  2,561 
were  admitted  this  year  in  contrast  with  2,855  last  year  for  a  decrease  of  294  or  10.30  percent.  At  Urbana, 
54.18  percent  were  from  the  highest  quarter  and  84.28  percent  were  from  the  upper  half.  Only  2.45  percent  were 
from  the  lowest  quarter.  At  the  Chicago  Undergraduate  Division,  37.16  percent  were  from  the  highest  quarter, 
72.27  percent  were  from  the  upper  half  and  6.07  percent  were  from  the  lowest  quarter.
